THE MINISTER OF INTERIOR. 

The news that the appointment of ex-lieut. 
governor Dewdney as minister of the interior 
has not yet been made, and is not likely to 
be for sone time, is most welcome. It is to 
be hoped that when the newspapers of the 
North-West which have been endorsing his 
prospective appointment on merely sectional 
grounds are given time to think the matter 
over they will concluce that the mere fact of 
Mr. Dewdney’s having drawn a high salary 
asa povernment official in the North-West 
fora number of years does not necessarily 
place him in such sympathy with the men 
who form the backbone of the country as to 
enable him to satisfactorily represent their 
interests in the cabinet, but rather the con- 
trary. He has represented the government 
interests for so long that the training has ne- 
cessarily disqualified him from representing 
the people. If Mr. Dewdney as Indian com- 
missioner has administered Indian affairs 
honestly, economically and successfully ; if 
his connection with the police has resulted 
in credit to the force and the promotion of 
peace and order; if his office of lieutenant 
governor has been used to forward the de- 
sire of the people of the North · West for good 
and constitutional government; and if his 
administration of the permit system has been 
in accordance with the letter or spirit of the 
law on which it is based and conducive to 
the welfare of the community, his record ig 
a recommendation to the higher office; but 
if his administration of Indian affairs result- 
ed in the good name of Canada being 
dragged in the dirt, in the taxpayer being 
robbed and the Indian being driven to rebel. 
lion; if he only exercised the authority over 
the police vested in him to defeat the ends 
of justice; if his authority as lieutenant- 
governor has only been used to prevent the 
attainment of local self government by the 
people of the Territories; and if the permit 
system has been debase l to the lowest de- 
gree and the prohibitory law rendered a 
farce directiy by and through him, the resi- 
dent of the North-West must be insane who 
would task for the administration of our 
lands, timber and minerals, local govern. 
ment, police and Indian affairs by sucha 
man. To say that any one of the four North. 
West M. P.’s could not fill the office more 
acceptably than Mr. Dewdnev would be non- 
sense. Then why should not one of them be 
chosen’? If Mr. Dewdney must be forced on 
the country as minister of the interior be- 
cause he is a personal triend of Sir John it 
will be in order for the public to consider 
how many such appointments they can stand 
even for Sir John's sake.
